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With the issue of this Macazine of October, 1929 the publica- 
tion of Volume XXX was completed. As Mr. Joseph W. Barnwell, 
who has been president of the Historical Society for over twenty- 
five years, has given notice that the advance of years will compel 
the resignation of his office in January, the Publishing Committee 
has thought that the members of the Society and the readers of 
the MaGAZINE may find interesting at this time a review of the 
history of the MaGazrnE for the thirty years of its existence. 

The Historical Society which publishes the MAGAZINE was 
founded in 1855 by Mr. William J. Rivers and Prof. Frederick A. 
Porcher. Under the presidency of Hon. James L. Petigru, and 
with the partial support of the State, Volumes 1, 2 and 3 of its 
Collections were issued prior to 1860 spreading before the public 
important material relating to the history of the State never 
published before. 

The three volumes contain 972 pages. Some of the copies of the 
first two volumes are still upon our shelves, but the copies of volume 3 
which had just been published and were stored in the ‘Fire Proof 
Building” for public records in Charleston were thrown out upon 
the streets after the City was evacuated in 1865 and were lost to 
the Society. A few copies only escaped destruction. 

The work of the Society was, of course, suspended during the 
Confederate War and for some time afterwards. In 1875, how- 
ever, under the leadership of Prof. Porcher, the Society was 
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reorganized and began work again. Two volumes of Collections, 
the 4th and Sth, were published with some assistance from the 
City and State. The last of these volumes, well edited by Mr. 
Langdon Cheves, contained the “Shaftesbury Papers,” presented to 
the British Public Record Office by Lord Shaftesbury, the descend- 
ant of the nobleman who was the moving spirit in the founding of 
South Carolina in 1670. The early history of the State was simply 
revolutionized by these contemporary accounts of the first settle- 
ment. 

Shortly after the publication of these volumes, it became evident 
to those who were interested in the Society that it could not be 
supported by the yearly contributions of members alone and that 
some other source of income must be obtained. Mr. Joseph W. 
Barnwell and Mr. Henry A. M. Smith (afterwards Judge Smith), 
officers of the Society, came to the conclusion that, following the 
example of the Virginia Historical Society, our Society should 
issue a quarterly magazine. In this way it could carry out the 
objects of the Society stated in the motto on its seal to be the 
“collection and distribution” of information concerning the history 
of the state. 

Finding that Mr. A. S. Salley, Jr., who was already the publisher 
of some of our local history, was willing to become the secretary 
of the society, they suggested to him that the Society issue this 
MAGAZINE of which he would be the Editor. This he accepted on 
most moderate terms knowing the financial condition of the 
Society. He at once with great promptness, knowledge, skill and 
energy began the new work and with the very first volume the 
publication was a success. For twenty-four years with a compara- 
tively small assistance from the original promoters of its publication 
the MaGAzINE was issued with due regularity. For the last six 
years the legacy of $25,000 under the will of Miss Mary Jane 
Ross and later the legacy of $5,000 under the will of Judge 
Smith have placed the Society in a favorable financial position. 

The annual membership fee had been reduced to one dollar yearly 
at the time when the publication of the MAGAZINE was begun. It 
was then raised to three dollars annually and later to four 
dollars and is now five dollars for the year. The membership 
has continued to be about 200 during the whole existence of the 
MAGAZINE. The income of the Society from annual dues, interest 
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on investments and sale of our publications now amounts to over 
Three Thousand Dollars annually. The funds have been invested 
without loss and the expenses have been maintained at a very 
moderate figure. 

The MAGazine has been regularly issued for thirty successive 
years, a period far exceeding the life of any monthly, quarterly or 
annual periodical published in the State. So far all literary work 
upon the MaGaAzInE not performed by the Secretary has been en- 
tirely a voluntary contribution. The MAGAZINE is recognized as 
one of the best in the Southern States, and is accepted as authority 
upon the subjects of which it treats. Its statement of facts is 
generally unquestioned. 

Mr. Salley remained Editor of the MaGazine till Volume TX 
was completed. Miss Mabel Louise Webber, our present efficient 
Secretary, has edited the remaining twenty-one volumes. The 
number of pages in the whole issue is 7,615, an average of a little 
over 253 pages per volume. The 9 volumes of Mr. Salley occupy 
2,638 pages and those of Miss Webber 4,977. The number of pages 
covered by the different subjects printed in the MAGAZINE are as 
follows:

Under ‘Verbatim copies” are included letters, journals and diaries, 
documents of all kinds, Parish Registers and records kept by 
clergymen and others, abstracts of proceedings of courts and of 
births, deaths and marriages from gazettes and newspapers. 
The Parish Registers take up 493 pages and the record of Col. 
Isaac Hayne made just before the Revolutionary War 92 pages. 
“Genealogies” are strictly confined to descents with brief notices of 
the more notable members of the several families. ‘‘Articles” 
include articles such as those of Judge Smith, with the longer 
reviews of historical books. Among “All other matters,” are 
included the carefully prepared indexes to each volume amounting 
to 689 pages, of which 279 are the work of Mr. Salley and 410 of 
Miss Webber. 

All of the registers were prepared for publication after examina- 
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tion and were copied by Miss Webber, except that the St. Helena’s 
Register of 124 pages was compared and examined with the aid 
of Mr. Barnwell.

In reviewing the work done by the MaGazinE for the history of the 
State the Committee would call attention to the following facts:— 

It has settled the question as to the name of the State. Noone 
now questions that the name “Carolina” was not given to the 
territory comprising the State in honor of Charles [IX of France 
by the French settlers under Ribaut in South Carolina in 1562, nor 
by the settlers in Florida in 1565 under Laudonniere and Ribaut, 
though the forts were named after him. It is conceded that there 
is no contemporary authority for the French origin of the name, 
though historian after historian has been repeating the story for 
almost 250 years. It is evident now that the name “Carolana”’ was 
given to the territory in 1629, by Charles I of England in his 
grant to Sir Robert Heath and that the name “Carolina” was 
given to the territory by Charles II in 1662/3. in his grant to the 
Lords Proprietors. 

The attempted settlement by a Scotch Presbyterian colony at 
Port Royal in 1684 is now proved to have consisted of only 51 
souls and the story that any of these colonists were massacred 
by the Spaniards is shown to be an error. Two men and a boy 
were captured when the settlement was destroyed and the rest in 
the words of the chroniclers “took to the woods.”” The true account 
of the expedition under Colonel John Barnwell against the Tusca- 
rora Indians in North Carolina in 1711/12 is given from his 
journal, published first by the Virginia Historical Society, and the 
subsequent destruction of the Indian fort by Colonel James 
Moore is printed from papers in the possession of the Society. 
Disputes as to the dates of various events during the Revolution 
have been settled and an explanation of apparent insincerety in the 
conduct of General Greene in his correspondence with Sumter has 
been made through contemporary letters which we have printed. 

In lighter matters the much disputed question as to whether the 
name of the island near Port Royal upon which Ribaut probably 
erected his fort is derived from the city of Paris or is really the 
name of Alexander Parris, treasurer of the province of South Car- 
olina and part owner of the island, has been settled to be Parris. 
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The work done by Judge Smith upon the early settlement of 
Charleston, Beaufort and Georgetown, and upon the “lost or 
forgotten” towns of the State and upon the baronies granted by the 
Lords Proprietors covering nearly the whole of the coastal section 
from the Peedee River to the Savannah could scarcely have been 
done by any one but himself and should be now especially valuable 
since much of this territory is being transferred to purchasers from 
other States. 

The journal of Mrs. Manigault, the wife of the great merchant 
Gabriel Manigault, although her outlook upon life is limited, yet 
casts great light upon the social affairs of colonial days. 

The correspondence of Henry Laurens now publishing gives the 
mercantile aspect of affairs, while those of Charles Garth, the agent 
in London of the Province, cover every political event of the time. 

The parish registers, the inscriptions from cemeteries in all parts 
of the State give comfort to many descendants as do the copies and 
abstracts of wills and court proceedings and those of births, 
deaths and marriages taken from the gazettes and newspapers of 
the day. 

The correspondence of Arthur Middleton throws light upon the 
proceedings of the Jacksonborough Assembly in 1782 and upon the 
little known Confiscation Act. 

The publication of the hitherto unpublished papers of the first 
and second Councils of Safety, which in effect governed the State 
just before 1776—with the muster rolls of the regiment of rangers 
of Col. William Thomson and the rolls of many companies of the 
Revolutionary period fill gaps well worth filling. The Broughton 
correspondence and mission of Col. John Laurens to France in 
1781 are interesting and the article upon Commodore Gillon, 
commander of the frigate South Carolina, and the article upon the 
Luxembourg claim cover matters never treated of in South 
Carolina before. The order book of Col. John Faucheraud 
Grimké, afterwards Judge Grimké, and his journal of the campaign 
to Florida in 1779 treat of important military matters. The 
Publication Committee, though they realize that the passage of 
years is thinning the list of the volunteer workers and contributors, 
yet indulge the hope that others will take their places, and that 
many useful volumes of the MAGAZINE will appear in the future 
spreading the history of South Carolina, much of it still unpub- 
lished, before all the citizens of the State who care to read it.

There were other families of this name in South Carolina which 
have no known connection with the one with which we are dealing. 

There was an Andrew Rutledge, dancing Master, in Charlestown 
about 1750, given as Andrew Rutledge Sr. On 17th January, 
1759, he married Rebecca Bennett, widow;? She died 22 May, 1774,3 
and he was buried October 31, 1781.4 

There was a Thomas Rutledge with a wife Margot or Margaret 
in Craven County before 1760 (Will of Philip Raiford, dated 18 
Jan. 1760, leaves Thomas and Margot Routledge as Executors and 
guardians.) This Thomas Rutledge or another of the same name, 
seems to have come from Pennsylvania. There are Rutledge 
wills to be found in Winnsboro, Laurens, Camden and probably 
other county seats; these families have no known connection with 
the coast country family. 

One John Rutledge Senr. of Kershaw, planter, left a will dated 
7 June, 1802, proved 20th February, 1803,° in which he mentions, 
his wife Elizabeth, daughter Jean Harrel, Son Edward Rutledge, 
daughter Rebecca Scott; son Richard Rutledge, son John Rutledge, 
daughters Fanny, Sarah, Nancy and Metilda Rutledge; sons 
Abraham and Isaac Rutledge. The fact of there being a similarity 
between the names of some of the children of this John Rutledge 
and the descendants of Dr. John Rutledge, has led to some con- 
fusion, and the descendants of John of Kershaw frequently claim, 
through error, the line and services of Dr. John of Charleston.

Andrew Rutledge an attorney at law, and John Rutledge, a 
surgeon, brothers, said to have come from the North of Ireland, 
arrived in South Carolina between 1730 and 1735; Andrew appears 
on the records first; the evidence is that he preceded his brother 
John. 

Andrew Rutledge is left £ 20 in the will of Arthur Hall, Esq. of 
James Island, dated 27th June 1732.6 Andrew Rutledge was a 
Justice of the Peace in 1734,’ as he was probably at least 25 years 
old to occupy this position, he was therefore born 1709 or earlier. 
He had a land grant of 1000 acres in Kingston, Sept. 2, 1735.8 In 
1736 he was a church warden for Christ Church Parish; and in 
November 1736, was elected a member of the Assembly for Christ 
Church.!° The exact date of his marriage to Sarah (Boone) 
Hext has not been found. She was the daughter of Capt. John 
Boone and Elizabeth Patey, and married Capt. Hugh Hext, Nov. 
2, 1723," as his second wife. Hugh Hext died in November, 1732, 
leaving an only child, Sarah, born Sept. 18, 1724, who married 
Dec. 25, 1738, Dr. John Rutledge, younger brother of Andrew.” 
Mrs. Sarah Rutledge, wife of Andrew, was buried Nov. 2d, 1743, 
under her own pew in Christ Church." She inherited considerable 
property from her father and first husband." 

Andrew Rutledge served as advocate for Rev. George Whitfield 
when he was summoned to appear before an Ecclesiastical Court 
in Charlestown. 

In November 1751, Andrew Rutledge was chosen Speaker of the

He died Wednesday, Nov. 19, 1755, and was 
buried in St. Philips Church yard.” 

He made his will 8 June 1752; codicil 18 Nov. 1755; proved 28, 
Nov. 1755; describes himself as Andrew Rutledge of Charles Town; 
gives his estate, real and personal to friends Gabriel Manigault 
and Mrs. Sarah Rutledge upon trust, they to sell same except his 
house and Negro Flora which he gives to his friend Ann Davis. 
After payment of debts residue of estate to nephews John Rutledge, 
Thomas Rutledge, and Andrew Rutledge and niece Sarah Rutledge. 
£10 to pay for the passage of his servant Ann Davis to England. 
Gabriel Manigault and his “Dear Sister in law Sarah Rutledge”’ 
executors. 

Codicil 18 Nov. 1755. As his friend Ann Davis is soon to go to 
England, the negro left her will be of no use to her, so gives her 
“Several little pieces of Gold Rings, the Feather Bed Which I 
brought with me from England and Bolster and Pillows.”” Thomas 
Gordon, Thomas Elfe, Alexander Gordon witnesses Both executors 
qualified.'® 

The inventory of his estate was taken 11th Dec. 1755 at his 
plantation at Chehaw and his house in Charles Town; the estate 
was large and the furnishings handsome.!®

Dr. John Rutledge seems to have followed his brother Andrew to 
South Carolina about 1735; as yet we have no positive knowledge 
of his parentage, or place or date of birth. 

He was married 25 Dec. 1738, by the Rev. Robert Small of 
Christ Church Parish, to Sarah Hext,?° only child of Capt. Hugh 
Hext and his wife Sarah Boone; her mother had previously 
married Andrew Rutledge (see above).

Capt. Hugh Hext left a large estate to his wife for life and then 
to his daughter, including houses in Charles Town, plantations in 
Christ Church, Stono and St. Helena. 

Dr. John Rutledge was the Surgeon of the ist Company, Capt. 
Henry Whitaker, Charles Town Militia, serving against the 
Spaniards in 1738;?4 was a vestry man of Christ Church Parish 
in 174625 With his brother Andrew was elected a member of the 
General Assembly for Christ Church in 1748.76 He, and his brother 
Andrew, were members of the Charles Town Library Society in 
1750." 

Dr. John Rutledge died Dec. 25th, 1750 in Christ Church 
Parish,?* and was buried in St. Philips Church yard.”® 

The S. C. Gazette for Monday Dec. 31, 1750 gives the following 
account; 

“On Tuesday last died greatly lamented JoHN RUTLEDGE, Esq. 
(brother to the Hon. Andrew Rutledge, Esq; Speaker of the Com- 
mons House of Assembly of the Province) of Whom it may be 
truly said, that he was a kind husband, a tender parent, a Sincere 
friend, and a remarkable lover of liberty, virtue, and his country.” 

Dr. John Rutledge’s will was dated 12th July, 1750; proved 28 
November 1755:°° 

I John Rutledge of Charles Town now Sick in Body but of Sound 
Memory do make this My Last Will and Testament (vizt) I 
confirm the Settlement heretofore by me made on my dear Wife and 
from great confidence in her good understanding and her affection 
for my Seven young dear Children I devise and give to her my Said

Sarah Rutledge, widow of Dr. John, made her will 5 Nov. 1784; 
proved April 10, 1799. She describes herself as Sarah Rutledge 
of S.C. Widow. Leaves to her daughter Sarah two servants and 
household furniture; to son John Rutledge, pew in St. Philips 
Church, reserving to her daughter Sarah a seat. To daughter-in- 
law Margaret Rutledge £100, and to each daughter-in-law and 
son-in-law and grand-daughter Martha 10 guineas each for a 
ring. 

Remainder of estate to be sold and to go to Son John and 
Daughters Sarah and Mary equally, if either die (John or Sarah), 
then to “my Son and daughter Smith.” 

Sons Hugh and Edward each a mourning ring, they and their 
children having already received their portion; they requested no 
other provision be made. Executors; Sons John, Hugh and 
Edward. 

Sarah Rutledge was only fourteen when married, and twenty-six 
when left a widow, with seven young children to rear and educate 
and a large estate to manage. She was obviously a woman of 
unusual ability and character. 

Dr. John Rutledge and his wife Sarah had issue:

Thomas Rutledge was a merchant in Beaufort, where 
he had a store on the Bay, near the Vendue-House.*® 
Thomas Rutledge, John Barnwell with others were 
appointed Commissioners of Pilotage for Beaufort 
in 1767.5 He was a witness to the will of Stephen 
Bull of Prince Williams Parish 22 May 1769. With 
his brothers John and Edward Rutledge, he was a 
member of the Council of Safety in January, 1775.*°

John Rutledge (Dr. John 1.) born September 1739 in Charles 
Town,*’ died July 18, 1800; tombstone in St. Michaels Church 
yard. The City Gazette, July 24, 1800, contains the following 
notice. ‘Died, the honorable John Rutledge Esq. This gentle- 
man was a Member of the first Congress in 1765, in which Situation 
though very young he displayed talents that excited universal 
admiration. In the year 1774, when South Carolina delegated 
unlimited powers to five of her citizens to meet in Congress with 
other delegates from British Provinces, to take care of their 
common interest, he was elected one of the five. 

In the year 1776, when the People of this State adopted their 
first independent Constitution, he was called forth to the exercise of 
the supreme executive authority. In the year 1779, when the 
State was about to be invaded, he was again invested with the 
same high office, with a further delegation resembling that of the 
Roman Dictators. These ample powers he possessed and exercised 
for the good of the State, for three years, and ’til civil Government 
was re-established in the year 1782. In the times that tried men’s 
souls, and when the greatest abilities were requisite, Carolina 
looked to her John Rutledge, and confided her most important 
interests to his Talents and Virtues. Nor was She disappointed. 
What could be done by any man for his Country, invaded, dis- 
tressed and overrun, was done for South Carolina by this her 
highly favored Son. As a Public Speaker, he charmed and trans- 
ported all who heard him: his eloquence would not suffer by a 
comparison with the most famous orators of antiquity. He pos- 
sessed an irresistible manner of address, which forced its way to

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the heart, and controlled every power of the Soul.” (This Maga- 
zine, vol. xxvi, p. 163.) 

He married May 1, 1763, Elizabeth, daughter of Frederick 
Grimké Esq.**_ She died June 6, 1792.*° 

John Rutledge is said to have been educated at home in Christ 
Church Parish; to have studied law in the office of James Parsons, 
a Charles Town lawyer, for two years; then went to England and 
was admitted to the Middle Temple Oct. 11, 1754. He was called 
to the English bar, February 9, 1760, and in January 1761, he 
joined the Bar of South Carolina. He was witty and eloquent; 
his manner of speaking and pleading in court is said to have 
resembled that of John Dunning, afterwards Lord Ashburton.*° 

In September, 1764, Rutledge was appointed acting Attorney 
General of S. C., holding this office until June 5, 1765. His 
political career began with his opposition to the Stamp Act. 

He was a member of the first Congress which assembled in New 
York in 1765; he then being only twenty-six years old, but already 
showed an ability for leadership. He was a member of the first 
convention of the people of South Carolina, which met 6 July 
1774. With his brother Edward, Henry Middleton, Christopher 
Gadsden and Thomas Lynch Sr., he was appointed delegate to the 
General Congress in Philadelphia in 1774, holding this position 
until his resignation in February, 1776. He was chosen Feb. 11, 
1776 with eleven others, one of a Committee to prepare and report 
to the S. C. Provincial Congress, a plan or form of government for 
South Carolina. No fewer than six of these men were Middle 
Templars, Charles Cotesworth Pinckney, Charles Pinckney, 
Arthur Middleton, Thomas Lynch Jr., Thomas Heyward Jr. and 
John Rutledge himself. 

This Constitution was adopted 26 March, 1776; Rutledge was 
chairman of Committee and was elected President of the New 
Government and Commander in Chief of the Army. The Military 
Activities in S. C. were chiefly planned by John Rutledge during 
the next three years. In March 1778 he vetoed the proposed New

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(or second) Constitution and upon its adoption resigned as presi- 
dent, but in January of the next year, 1779, he was unanimously 
chosen Governor, with dictatorial powers. Upon the invasion of 
South Carolina he took the field at the head of the Militia. When 
Charles Town was captured in 1780, Gov. Rutledge retired to 
North Carolina, and continued his efforts to procure assistance. 
When South Carolina was partly redeemed from the invadors, he 
summoned the Assembly at Jacksonborough in January, 1782 
while Greene lay with his army, for their protection, between that 
point and Charles Town. 

His term of office ending and the Constitution forbidding re-elec- 
tion he was followed by Gov. John Mathews, who later married his 
sister Sarah. Rutledge was elected a Member of Congress and took 
his seat 2d. May, 1782; he remained in Philadelphia until 17 June, 
1783, when Jacob Read appears as a Member from South Carolina 
(Journals of the Continental Congress, Vol. xxiv, p. 396). 

On 2ist March, 1784, he was elected with Richard Hutson and 
John Mathews, a Chancellor of the State. 

On the 24th September, 1789, President Washington sent into 
the Senate the nomination of John Rutledge as an Associate 
Justice of the Supreme Court of the United States; (Washington’s 
writings, ed. by Sparks vol. x p. 51) his commission was dated 26th 
September. He resigned in 1791, and in February of that year he 
was elected Chief Justice of South Carolina. 

On first of July, 1795, he was appointed by Washington, Chief 
Justice of the United States; he resigned as Chief Justice of S. C. 
and presided at the August term of the Supreme Court. 

The U. S. Senate on the 15th Dec. 1795, for party reasons, 
refused to confirm the President’s nomination; of this John 
Rutledge was never cognizant, for about December first, while on 
his way to hold the Circuit Court of N. C. he was taken ill, and 
from then until his death, his mind remained clouded.™! 

It is of course, impossible in the space given to enumerate all of 
John Rutledge’s activities, or begin to do justice to his ability and 
important services to his state and country. 

This Society has printed some of his letters to the S. Ca. delegates 
in Congress in vols.

He was admitted to the Middle Temple, June, 28, 1765, returned 
to Charles Town Jan., 17608 (S. C. Gazette, Jan 4-11, 1768) and 
joined the Bar of South Carolina, Jan. 20, 1768. He was an able 
lawyer; in 1776 he was appointed Judge of Admiralty, and was 
Speaker of Commons House of Assembly from 1777 until 17 Oct. 
1778. After the surrender of Charles Town May 12th 1780, he 
was with his brothers Thomas and Edward, banished from Charles 
Town. From 1782-5 he was Speaker of the House of Representa- 
tives, and in 1783, Judge of the Court of Admiralty. In 1790 the

On the 19th February, 1771, after John Rutledge had been 
elevated to the office of Chief Justice, Hugh Rutledge was ap- 
pointed a Judge of the Court of Equity; this office, which still 
carried the title of “chancelor,’’ he held until his death. 

In December 1810, impeachment proceeding were brought 
against him, but he was acquitted.™ 

The Courier for January 19, 1811, announces the changes 
necessarily to be made in the court schedule owing to the death of 
the late Hon. Hugh Rutledge, senior Judge of the Court of 
Equity.» 

His will in the form of a statement, is as follows: 

January 1807. Since the making of the within will the Court of 
Equity has saddled me, tho only a security, with the debt of my 
Brothers John and Edward to Greenwood, contrary to all the 
adjudged cases to prevent my Estate being disposed of by Y° to 
the very great Injury of my own Creditors forcash.

am security for. If anything should be left after pay®. the Debts, 
aforesaid it is my desire that it shall be divided by him between 
my children, Maria, Ben, Francis and Ann & any other child or 
children that may be born either before or after my Death. I 
make no disposition of any part in favor of Sarah and Hugh 
because I have given them the best Education that was in my power 
& further because they are entitled to receive a decent Sum of 
money from their Grand Father’s Est: if it has been taken proper

Edward Rutledge (Dr. John 1) born November 23, 1749, either 
in Charles Town or at the plantation in Christ Church Parish;

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Congress, and when the Provincial Congress on 26 March 1776 
became a General Assembly, he automatically became a member 
of that Body, although then being in Philadelphia attending the 
Continental Congress. In February 1776, he was again elected 
by the Provincial Congress delegate to the Continental Congress 
for another year, and Signed the Declaration of Independence. 

On July 12, 1776, he was appointed a member of the first board 
of War. He was not re-elected to the Continental Congress in 
1777, 78; and in 1779 he was again elected to Congress, but was 
unable at first to attend owing to illness. 

He was an officer of the State Militia, being a captain in the 
Charlestown Battalion of Artillery, and was in active service at 
Port Royal in Feb. 1779. He became a Lt. Colonel. When 
Charlestown was invested by the British in May, 1780, he was 
sent out by Gen. Benj. Lincoln to hasten the march of reinforce- 
ments but fell into the hands of the enemy. 

With other “‘dangerous rebels’’ he was sent to St. Augustine after 
the capitulation, and confined there for a year, being exchanged in 
July 1781. He was elected to the House of Representatives 
(S. C.) in the fall of 1781, and attended the meetings of that body 
at Jacksonborough in January 1782. 

He represented the parishes of St. Philips and St. Michaels in the 
House of Representativs in 1782, 1786, 1788, and 1792. Was a 
Member of the State Constitutional Convention in 1790 and the 
author of the law abolishing the rights of primogeniture in 1791. 
He declined the office of Associate Justice of the U. S. Supreme 
Court in 1794. Was elected Governor by the General Assembly 
Dec. 6, 1798, and died Jan. 23, 1800, nearly a year before his 
term expired.

1 The Carolina Coffee House was for a large part of the colonial life of South 
Carolina the central collecting place for South Carolinians, Attempts to locate 
it from English sources in the 18** Century have not been successful, but in a 
letter from Peter Manigault, who was the son of Gabriel Manigault, the great 
merchant of colonial days, and who was later Speaker of the Commons House 
written March 8th. 1753, to his mother describing his life in London, he says 
“T do not lounge away my mornings at that most elegant place the Carolina 
Coffee House, in Birchen Lane.” 

This lane may stil! be found on recent maps of London. It connects Corn- 
hill Street with Lombard Street, between Change Alley and Edmunds Street, 
and near Change Court and St. Michael’s Church. The original letter is still 
in the possession of Miss Elizabeth Heyward Jervey, the great grand daughter 
of the grandson of Peter Manigault. From the stores of the Charleston 
Library Society the following has also been dug up. The South Carolina 
Gazette, (Saturday June 25, 1763.) 

“Died Mrs. Mary Taylor (the wife of Mr. John Taylor) who kept the Penn- 
sylvania, Carolina, and Georgia coffee-house in Birchin-Lane, London.” 
Again from Messrs. B. H. Stevens & Brown of London we get the following 
location of the Coffee house nearly 100 years after the period mentioned by 
Laurens. ‘The Topographical Dictionary of London by Elmes published in 
1831 does give the location of that later date thus: ‘Carolina Coffee House is at 
No. 25 Birchin Lane four houses on the left from Cornhill.’ ”

Crokatt’s but the 
cold reception from himself & the Shyness of the family presently

since I found matters so circumstanced I must declare that another 
offer of a Copartnership had been made me by a Worthy honest 
Gentleman in Charles Town which I had accepted in case of 
Failure with him (& then shew’d him a general Letter from Mr’. 
George Austin to several of his friends here) & that I now look’d 
upon myself as that Gentleman’s Partner & should follow his 
direction in Business on this side. Mr’. Crokatt seem’d surpriz’d at 
this & told me I could not fix in Carolina with a Man that he 
regarded more but at the same time advis’d me not to make this 
publick for he was persuaded I should have some further offers to 
settle in London in a few days time which he thought much more 
agreeable than going back to Carolina I can’t conceive what he 
meant by that, however I reply’d that such Conduct would be 
confirming the Character he gave me of Cruel & ungratefull, for 
I had promised Mr’. Austin to be his Partner in case I did not agree 
with him & therefore thought it out of my Power to accept new 
proposals from any Person whatsoever let the prospect of advantage 
be ever so great much more was said but I shan’t trouble you with 
it. by this time Madam I fancy you are anxious to know upon 
what terms I have been with Mr’. Crokatt & his family since. 
in Truth just the same as if there had never been the least misunder- 
standing (except that I don’t lodge in their house) I am there morn- 
ing noon & night if I please, & M*. Crokatt & Miss are extremely 
complaisaint this binds my affection to them & the many favours 
I have receiv’d in that family frequently makes me forget the 
injuries done me by M’. Crokatt ’till I begin to reflect seriously on, 
almost three Years spent to little purpose to say nothing of fatigue 
& danger, & then I exclaim, Alas! how could I be so stupid to 
depend a second time on a person who had once so deceiv’d me. 
but I shall add no more on this subject for it makes me dull when I 
should be chearfull being truly much better satisfied with the

other scheme had succeeded. I know Madam you’ll object, & 
say, don’t tell me any settlement in England is preferable to the 
best in Carolina especially such a one as you had the offer of, where 
you had a fair prospect of getting M*. Crokatt’s whole business in 
afew Years, but if that’s your argument I answer that the difference 
of the Persons I think—I wont say a word more about it.— 

I am in a few days to go down to Liverpoole & Bristol on Business 
so that ’tis probable I mayn’t write you again till February unless 
some opportunity offers from those Ports when I return to Landon 
my stay will be very short as I shall take the first good opportunity 
& Ship my self once more for Carolina. You remember Madam I 
promis’d that this Voyage to London should Polish me & make me 
quite Polite but really I believe my time will be so taken up with 
business that I shall return just the Fellow that left you in Septem. 
last & considering several little tricks & Artifices I have lately 
been acquainted with if Ido but keep myself honest ’tis as much as 
can be expected 

Yesterday I heard from M'. Millechamp® who was well & I hope to 
see him in a fortnight or three Weeks after this. As to News from 
this Quarter I shall only say that we are at Peace with the french 
& Spaniards but the good People of England are far from being 
satisfied with the Terms. for more particulars please to be 
refer’d to News Papers which I send by this conveyance to Mr’. 
Corbett. I have not yet made any inquiry into the business 
immediately respecting your self on this side but will as soon as a 
convenient opportunity offers & advise you accordingly. I had 
rather what I have said in the forepart of my Letter was kept to 
your self as I don’t think to write any person on that subject yet.

(Continued from October, 1929) 


LETTER FROM CHARLES GARTH ESQ., AGENT FOR THIS PROVINCE, IN 
ENGLAND, RECEIVED zo) THE POLLY, CAPT. RANIER 


London, February 9%. 1769. 
Gentlemen. 

I have only received your favour of the 19**. of November, 
renewing the Instructions of the former Assembly; having already 
mentioned in my late Letters the prevailing Sentiments of the 
Legislature, it is unnecessary to trouble you with the same again, 
or to repeat my Wishes for Relief to the Grievances of the Colonies 
in order toa Restoration of that Harmony so essential to the Welfare 
of Great-Britain and America: The sudden Dissolution of Assem- 
blies is, I am sure, not a conciliating Measure; whatever other View 
it may have in Contemplation, and in this light has been complained 
of in the Course of the late Debates had in the House of Commons 
as being in Consequence of Instructions from hence.'+-Soon after 
my last Dispatches were sent, the House of Lords took under 
Consideration the several Papers laid before them, and came to 
sundry Resolutions thereupon, a Copy of which I enclose, and 
which before the Holidays they sent to the Commons for their 
Concurrence, who referred them to the Committee upon American 
papers; By the Votes you will observe that, it was not until the 
25* of January, that the Commons went into that Committee, after 
reading the several papers, it was moved to concur with the Lords 
in the Resolutions they had sent, and a Debate ensued which 
lasted till after three in the Morning, and was then carried by a 
great Majority in the Affirmative, and a Report to the House 
ordered accordingly, which Report was made Yesterday, when a 
Debate arose upon a Motion for recommitting the Address, about

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eleven at Night the House divided, for the Motion 65. against it 
169.— 

The objection to the eight first Resolutions, were, that they 
imported only what the Declaratory Act had already Authorita- 
tively enacted, that they were inaccurate in the Facts stated, that 
they exaggerated the State of Things, and that they seem to have 
only in Contemplation a Sanction to the Sentiments and Letters of 
the Secretary of State, and which was more strongly marked in the 
beginning of the Address that follows; there was no great stress 
laid upon these Objections, but the latter part of the Address was 
resisted to the utmost, as advising in the first place the Execution 
of an obsolete Law, made in-the most arbitrary Reign; Secondly, 
Advising a Measure cruel if to be really carried into Execution 
from the Difficulty of a fair Trial on the part of the Prisoner, or 
even of the Crown, for want of proper Process to procure the 
necessary Witnesses, the Consequence of which in Case of Inno- 
cence, long Imprissonment and inevitable Ruin: in Case of Guilt 
and Evasion of Punishment, added thereto the depriving thereby 
the Subject of his Right of Trial by Juries of the Vicinage supposed 
always to be acquainted with the Prosecutor, the Defendant and 
the Witnesses. Thirdly, it was objected to as advising an Enquest 
after Offences, there being no Treason or Misprision of Treason 
stated, whereas it had been the Usage only to advise an Enquiry 
after Offenders and not after the Corpus Delicti-—Fourthly, 
Objection was taken to such an address from Parliament, in that 
the measure had been already taken, and Orders of that Nature 
sent from the Secretary of State in July last, and therefore would 
now be nugatory and below the Dignity of Parliament, And 
lastly, that it would tend to enflame, and to alienate the Affections 
of the People there, instead of Answering one good purpose either 
to Great Britain or to America, in the present distracted State of 
Things; not to be brought about by Pompous, angry, Menacing 
Expressions, but by Measures as well as Words of Temper, Modera- 
tion and Reason.— 

To the first Objection, it was said that it was not an obsolete 
Law, but a subsisting Act, and which from the Necessity of such a 
Law, notwithstanding allmost all of the other Acts which had 
been enacted in that King’s Reign, touching Treasons and the 
Modes of Trial thereof had been repealed since, had been per- 
mitted not only to continue in Force, but whenever occasion 
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presented, had been put in Execution, and several Cases were 
cited of Treasons committed in Ireland, tried by Virtue thereof 
in England, and a late one from Antego, whither the Directions 
went by Advice in Council of Lord Chancellor Harcourt, and 
Lord Chief Iustice Parker, known Friends to the Rights of the 
Subject; the Opinion of Lord Coke, Lord Hale, and of the late 
Iudge Forster to prove the above Doctrine were also adduced. 
—To the Objection of Cruelty, it was said, if such Offences 
were committed, in America in such Circumstances that an im- 
partial Trial by a Iury could not be had, America was but in the 
Predicament in which Ireland, Antego, Scotland had been and 
every other part of the British Dominions out of the Realm of 
England must be in under that Law, which no Legislature in any 
Period or Reign had thought an improper one to be in Force, that 
a principal Object of the present Address was Prevention rather 
than Punishment, and in Order that the Subject in America might 
Authoritatively know the Extent of the executive Power of Great 
Britain.—To the third Objection, it was urged that in Point of 
precedent such an address was founded, and an Instance Produced, 
to King William after the Revolution, that it was not meant to 
say that either Treason or Misprision had been committed by 
any thing that appeared in the Papers and Letters of Governor 
Barnard’s, but that steps having been taken which bordered close 
upon Treason, it became necessary and proper for Government to 
interpose by a solemn Signification to the People of the Danger 
they run; the Circumstance of the Selectmen holding Conference, 
with the Arms of the Province brought before them, and then 
Voting a Request to the Inhabitants who were unprovided with 
Arms to comply with a Law of the Province, was mentioned and 
said that if the Inhabitants had Armed themselves in the then Sit- 
uation of Affairs in that Colony, an Overt Act would have been 
committed ;—The Intelligence of a Design to have seized Castle 
Wiiliam, if carried into Execution, no one would have doubted to 
have been high Treason, the Approaches therefore were said to 
come very near and almost to the very Verge of Treason or Mis- 
prison of Treason,—To the fourth objection, it was said that the 
Secretary of State’s Letter went only to the Transactions on the 
10%. of Iune, but gave no directions touching the Crimes com- 
mitted upon other occasions.—To the last Objection, if the Address 
had been for the Parties to have been sent over in the first Instance 
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at the Discretion and Iudgment of the Governor, it might have 
been with more Propriety charg’d with Severity and a tendency to 
enflame, but it was said care seems to have been taken by the Lords, 
to prevent the least Imputation of that kind, for it Advises the 
Crown to order Information only to be sent over to his Ministers, 
for them to Judge if the Ground of the Charges set forth in such 
Information shall be sufficient both in Law and in its Circum- 
stances to Warrant a Proceeding under the Statute of Henry 8". 
the Caution must be visible as well as the End and Design, cal- 
culated for Prevention, the Reverse of an oppressive or Arbitrary 
Intention; to this it was added also that upon the Supposition of 
such an Order ever issuing, it could not carry with it that Appear- 
ance of Harshness it otherwise might have, if the Jurisdiction of 
the King’s Courts of Justice here did not already extend to America 
in favour of the Liberty and Security of the Subject there, as has 
been determined in the Case of admiralty Courts taking upon 
them Cognizance of Matters they have by Law no Power or 
Jurisdiction over, a Prohibition from the King’s Bench will lie; 
a Habeas Corpus will be granted by that Court, when refused to 
Persons legally entitled to it from those vested with judicial 
Powers in the Colonies, in both Instances upon proper Cases stated 
and offered to the Court, it will interpose by its mandatory and 
remedial Writs.—This I think was the Substance of the Arguments 
on which the Debate was supported on both Occasions; the Measure 
being deem’d by many Gentlemen to hang out but an empty 
Terror and at the same time offence, to America, and withal 
Delusion to the People of England, the Motion for Recommitment 
was insisted upon as above suggested

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Proceedings do import a denial of or do draw into Question, the 
Power and Authority of His Majesty, by and with the Advice and 
Consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal and Commons in 
Parliament Assembled to make Laws and Statutes of Sufficient 
Force and Validity to bind the Colonies and People of America 
Subjects of the Crown of Great Britain in all Cases whatsoever; 
are illegal, unconstitutional and Derogatory of the Rights of the 
Crown and Parliament of Great Britain. 
Secondly—Resolved, by the Lords Spiritual and Temporal 

in Parliament Assembled, That the Resolutions of the said 
House of Representatives of the Province of Massachusetts Bay, 
in January last, to write Letters to the several Houses of Represen- 
tatives of the British Colonies on the Continent, desiring them to 
join with the said House of Representatives of the Province of 
Massachusetts Bay in Petitions which do deny or draw into 
Question the Right of Parliament to impose Duties and Taxes 
upon his Majesty’s Subjects in America and in pursuance of the 
said Resolution the writing such Letters in which certain late 
Acts of Parliament imposing Duties and Taxes are stated to be 
infringements of the Rights of His Majesty’s Subjects of the said 
Province, are Proceedings of a most unwarrantable and dangerous 
Nature, calculated to inflame the Minds of His Majesty’s Sub- 
jects in the other Colonies, tending to create unlawful Combination 
repugnant to the Laws of Great Britain, and subversive of the 
Constitution. 
Thirdly—Resolved by the Lords Spiritual and Temporal 

in Parliament Assembled, That it appears that the Town 
of Boston in the province of Massachusetts Bay, has for some time 
past been in a state of great Disorder and Confusion, and that the 
Peace of the said Town has at several times been disturbed by 
Riots and Tumults of a dangerous Nature, in which the Officers of 
His Majesty’s Revenue there have been obstructed by Acts of 
Violence in the Execution of the Laws and their Lives endangered. 
Fourthly—Resolved by the Lords Spiritual and Temporal 

in Parliament Assembled That it appears that 

neither the Council of the said province of Massachusetts Bay, 
nor the Ordinary Civil Magistrates did exert their Authority for 
suppressing the said Riots and Tumults. 
Fifthly—Resolved by the Lords Spiritual and Temporal 

in Parliament Assembled That in these Circumstances of 
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the Province of the Massachusetts Bay, and of the Town of Boston, 
the Preservation of the Public Peace, and the due Execution of the 
Laws became impracticable, without the Aid of a Military Force to 
support and protect the Civil Magistrate, and the Officers of His 
Majesty’s Revenue. 
Sixthly—Resolved by the Lords Spiritual and Temporal 

in Parliament Assembled That the Declarations, Resolu- 
tions and Proceedings in the Town Meetings at Boston, on the 
14" of June and 12‘ of September, were illegal and unconstitutional 
and calculated to excite Sedition and Insurrections in His Majesty’s 
Province of Massachusetts Bay. 
Seventhly—Resolved by the Lords Spiritual and Temporal 

in Parliament Assembled That the appointment at 

the Town Meeting on the 12* of September, of a Convention to be 
held in the Town of Boston on the 22¢ of that Month, to consist 
of Deputies from the several Towns and Districts in the Province 
of the Massachusetts Bay, and the issuing a Precept by the Select 
Men of the Town of Boston, to each of the said Towns and Districts, 
for the Election of such Deputies, were Proceedings Subversive 
of His Majesty’s Government, and evidently Manifesting a Design 
in the Inhabitant of the said Town of Boston, to set up a new 
and unconstitutional Authority, independent of the Crown of 
Great Britain. 
Eighthly—Resolved by the Lords Spiritual and Temporal 

in Parliament Assembled That the Elections by several

that nothing can be more immediately necessary either for the 
Maintenance of your Majesty’s Authority in the said Province, or 
for guarding your Majesty’s Subjects therein, from being farther 
deluded by the Arts of Wicked and designing Men, than to proceed 
in the most speedy and effectual Manner for bringing to condign 
punishment the Chief Authors and Instigators of the late Disorders. 

We most humbly beseech Your Majesty, that you will be graci- 
ously pleased to direct your Majesty’s Governor of Massachusetts 
Bay, to take the most effectual Methods, for procuring the fullest 
information that can be obtained touching all Treasons or Mis- 
prisions of Treasons committed within his Government since the 
Thirtieth day of December last, and to transmit the same together

Gentlemen 

Enclosed I send you a Petition which has been under Considera- 
tion of the several Agents to offer to Parliament, finding that no 
application, in which an exclusive Right in the Colonies is insisted, 
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was admissible, the Agents have had sundry Meetings to consider 
how far it might be practicable to procure a Repeal of the Duty 
Act, without touching upon the Matter of Right, and for that 
purpose recommended it to Doctor Franklyn to prepare the 
Draught of a Petition to be as near as might be agreeable to the 
Sentiments of America, and yet not exceptionable to home, to be 
laid before us at a subsequent Meeting; which has been done.’— 
Having myself been early of Opinion that we ought not to apply 
waiving the Claim of Right without Instruction or Authority from 
our Constituents, I had my Difficulties of subscribing to it, but 
upon Perusal and fuller Consideration both of the petition, and of 
your Instructions to exert myself in Conjunction with the Agents 
for the other Colonies to procure a Repeal &ca. “it seemed to me 
that, guarded as the Petition is in the Wording, nothing is waived, 
conceded or given up, but rather cautiously reserved by the last 
Words in the first Clause, and implied to subsist by the Suggestion 
in the last touching the Provision by the respective Colonies for 
the Expences of civil Government &c.” and seeing it in this light, 
I thought myself warranted, under the general Recommendation 
you had transmitted to me, to give my Assent and Approbation 
thereto:— 

But the Agents of some of the Colonies to the Northward, doubt- 
ing what Constriction might be put upon it both in Great Britain 
and America, thought it not right to afford any Handle for an 
undue Construction of Concession or otherwise on our parts, and 
the rather, as the Matter of right was so much an Object with 
their Constituents, that they would not even apply by Petition 
to the House of Commons;/but the Argument that had most 
weight with me arises from the almost Certainty that the desired 
Success would not follow upon it, the leading Men in Parliament 
having frequently in the most positive Terms declared in Parlia- 
ment, that in the present Situation of things in America they would 
not consent to a Repeal this Year; and this being the measure 
taken, tho’ we all in the main approved the Petition, yet if nothing 
was to be obtained thereby, it seem’d prudent to wait for the 
Sense of our Constituents, and their Directions in Consequence

I have presented a Memorial to the Treasury for their Aid and 
Assistance to continue an Act I obtained in the Year 1764. for 
leave to export Rice to any Ports of America Southward of Georgia, 
which expires soon, as yet I have not received their Determination, 
nor notice to attend the Board in support of the Proposition, 
which I shall press for forthwith, as I hear the Period of this 
Sessions begins now to appear in Prospect.

the following among other Reasons. 

First, for that the said Duties are made payable only in Silver 
Money, which in some of the Colonies is not to be had in sufficient 
Quantity, whereby the Merchant is discouraged from dealing in 
Commodities that expose him to such Difficulty, and in most of

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the Colonies the Current proportion of Silver Money is so exceeding 
small and so absolutely necessary for the Trade of the Country, 
more especially since the Restrictions laid here upon their paper 
Currency, that the Collecting the Silver in Duties and carrying it 
away, disturbs and obstructs the common Course of Commerce, 
and greatly distresses all concerned in Trade. 

Secondly, for that the appropriation by the Act of the money 
to be raised, viz'. “for making a more certain and adequate Pro- 
vision for the Charge of the administration of Justice, and the 
support of Civil Government in such of the said Colonies and 
Plantations where it shall be found necessary.”’—appears inequit- 
able and unjust; all of the Old Colonies, each for itself, having from 
their Infancy provided, and continuing to provide, for the Charge 
of the Administration of Justice, and the support of civil Govern- 
ment without any Expence to the Crown, or to any neighbouring 
Colony, and yet by the Operation of this Act, they are moreover to 
be burthened with the Payment of great Salaries to Public Officers,

Upon the 13. Instant, Lord Barrington® the Secretary at 
War, brought in a Bill for continuing the Mutiny Act for America; 
which I immediately gave notice of to the rest of the Agents; not 
one of whom have any Instructions upon that Head, but were 
ready to co-operate, with me in anything I should think proper; 
I should tell you that after much attention to your Recommenda- 
tion on this Subject, it has appeared to me and to all I have con-

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versed with, a thing totally impracticable ever to obtain absolutely 
and entirely a Repeal of the billiting Clause, and unless the Power 
of the Crown to send or station the Army as in its Wisdom it shall 
please to direct could likewise be controuled, perhaps not so much 
wanted, for while the Exercise of that Discretion remains, wherever 
it operates in the Dominions, I believe the Subject there would 
not wish to see Troops among them under no Controul of Law; 
in this view therefore considering things, and as near as could be in 
my Power to comply with your Instructions, I have prepared a 
Clause to restrain the billiting Clause from extending to any Colony 
during such time as any Provincial Law for providing Quarters 
for the Kings Troops shall be in Force within such Colony; short 
as it is of the object the Colonies may have in View, yet it is the 
most to be obtained, and the points I propose by it are, a Parlia- 
mentary Recognition of the Fullness and Extent of your Legislative 
Powers, returning into the old Road of having Recourse to the 
Colonies for such Provisions by Royal Requisition, and raising the 
supplies for that service not by express Direction or Authority of 
Parliament; I have shown it to the Agents who like it, and since 
I have moved in the Committee upon the Mutiny Bill, M'. Alder- 
man Trecothick General Conway and Coll°*. Barr approved it 
much, and was received by the Ministry upon inserting the Words. 
“which shall have received the Confirmation of His Majesty in 
Council.” there being they said, some Colonies whose Governors 
are not of His Majesty’s Appointment, who might pass Laws of a 
nature to exonerate themselves, and throw the Burthen upon 
other Colonies. For Sundry Reasons I could not fall in with the 
Amendment proposed, and especially as it might procrastinate 
the Relief intended, but upon Conversation with our Friends, they 
Advised the taking of the Amendment rather than run the risque 
of loosing the Clause, for Gentlemen were struck with the Propriety 
of the Reason upon which it was granted. 

I likewise enclose you Copy of a Clause marked P. offered by 
Governor Pownal,® who was sanguine in support of the Idea 
suggested by the former Clause. 


6 Governor Thomas Pownall—(1722-1805) Colonial Governor of Massa-

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The Secretary of War also stated the Inconveniencies the Troops 
had laboured under at Boston for Want of the Council’s assistance 
and the Civil Magistrates to quarter them on their Arrival, to 
remedy this for the future, he said he had prepared a Clause to 
enable the Governor’s to appoint Commissaries to billet the Soldiers 
in public and in private Houses, and therein to be furnished as the 
Act directed with Regard to the Article of Provisions &c*. but 
this not to take place but upon failure in any Colony of the other 
former Directions of the Act not being complied with and provided 
for; the Chancellor of the Exchequer Lord North declaring he 
should oppose its being brought up, and all the House in a Manner 
expressing their Disapprobation, His Lordship declined offering it. 

A Representation’ from the Assembly of New York has been 
offered to the House, but upon Opening it, not permitted to be 
brought up to the Table. 

I have the satisfaction to say, before I conclude, this, that having 
attended the Treasury upon the Memorial mentioned in my last, 
their Lordships have been pleased to signify their Readiness to 
Unite with me for a Bill to continue the Act for exporting Rice to 
the foreign Islands &c*. for a further time.

Gentlemen 
The votes already sent, will inform you that the Bill for continu- 
ing the Exportation of Rice to the foreign Islands,* is gone thro’

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the House of Commons, and sent up to the Lords for their Con- 
currence. 

There has likewise been a Bill ordered in for further Encourage- 
ment of the Culture of Silk, by granting an ad Valorem Bounty 
upon Information and extending the same to any of the Colonies:— 
when the Old Bounty was more immediately under my Inspection, 
as concerned for Georgia, it appeared to me a strange Misapplica- 
tion of the public Money, in confining it to one Colony, Government 
paying at the Tilature at Savanah, three Shillings @ pound for 
Georgia Cocoons, and only Eighteen Pence for those carried 
thither from South-Carolina, at a greater distance from the 
Tilature, and at that time, I could not help observing thereupon to 
the Officers of Government: The Commissioners upon Plantation 
Affairs have now done me the Honour of conferring with me on the 
Subject, and communicating to me the Plan they intended to Move 
in Parliament, in addition to which I wished them to have asked 
for the continuance of the Old Yearly Allowance for a few Years 
to have applied in Premium for encouraging the Planting of 
Mulberry Plants, and the Promoting of private Tilatures. 

I am also to inform you that Governor Pownal has lately Moved 
the House, to appoint an early Day for going into a Committee to 
consider of the late Act for imposing Duties on Paper, Glass &c*. 
mentioning that he had certain Resolutions to offer in the Com- 
mittee, if his Motion was agreed to, the Purport of which were 
“that the said Duties tended to obstruct the Vent of British 
Manufacturers in the Colonies, and to render them less useful and 
beneficial to Great Britain, that the intent of the said Act, being 
to raise a Revenue, had been found not to Answer, and therefore 
that so much of the said Act as imposed the several Duties therein 
mentioned, ought to be Repealed upon commercial Principles 
only.’’—on all sides of the House, it was thought too late in the 
Sessions to agitate the Question of a Repeal of any part of that 
Act, and seem’d very much the Sense of the House, to be improper 
to enter upon it in the present Exigency of Affairs, and therefore 
it might tend to heal and quiet the Minds of the People in America. 

General Conway proposed to the Consideration of the House, to 
come into a Resolution declaring that it might be proper to go into 
a Committee in the next Session of Parliament to revise and 
consider of the said Act; by which America would see that the

House was disposed to attend to the Complaints of the Colonies, 
when coming before them unaccompanied with Circumstances 
either of Intimidation, from Resolutions of not importing British 
Manufacturers, or of opposition and Obstructions to the Officers 
of Government there; this seem’d to express the Opinion of Gentle- 
men, but the rest of the Ministry would not bind themselves, and 
therefore declined coming into such a Resolution, upon the Principle 
of that Proposition, as it was thought it might be of service to be 
understood in America that (if no material Circumstance should 
occur to render it improper)—the House would be Moved to take 
up the Consideration of the said Act, Sir William Meridith declared 
that he would certainly trouble the House with such a Motion, in 
the next Session of Parliament:—in this manner the Debate upon 
Mr’. Pownal’s Proposition went off, which I should have liked 
better, if the Repeal intended had not been so confined, the Clause 
of Appropriation being the great evil and Mischief for Redress. 
In a few days, the Parliament will be prorogued, and an end put to 
a very fatiguing Sessions.—I am, with great Respect, Gent*.

Charlestown, South Carolina, July 7. 1769. 
Sir. 

By the enclosed abstracts of the Iournals of this assembly, 
certified by the Clerk; you will find we are appointed as a Com- 
mettee to Correspond with you. 

The present House met for the first time, the 26*. of last Month; 
And on the first of this Instant, your favours from the 14*. of 
August to the 24. of April, together with the several papers 
enclosed therein, were Read before them; immediately after they 
were gone through; the fifth Current was appointed for taking 
into Consideration the Petition, prepared by the several Agents, 
to be presented to Parliament, and every Member ordered to 
attend upon that Occasion; when, after the fullest Consideration, it 
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was unanimously disapproved of; because the Right of the In- 
habitants of the Colonies to be Taxed only, by their own Repre- 
sentatives, is not therein expressly Asserted:’—And We are 
ordered immediately to acquaint you with this their Resolution.— 

The Members of the last House, being almost to a Man, in this; 
are extremely concerned to find, you should have thought yourself 
“Warranted under the general Recommendation transmitted 
to you, to give your Assent and Approbation to that Petition.” 

The short Letter of the 19*". of November, wrote by the Com- 
mittee of the former House, was done in the greatest hurry, when 
the Dissolution which happen’d that very day, was at the time of 
writing those few Lines foreseen, and expected to come upon 
them, even before that very short Letter could be Pen’d, so that 
the last House had it not in their Power to be more explicit, but we 
are Persuaded it never enter’d into the Thoughts of one Gentleman 
upon that Committee, when they desired you ‘to exert your 
utmost Abilities in Conjunction with the Agents of the other 
Colonies, to procure a “Repeal of the late Acts of Parliament so 
Universally complained of by the Colonies,” that you would thence 
think yourself at Liberty to Consent to any Proposal or Petition, 
wherein the Right was not expressly asserted. 

We are also Ordered by the House, to desire you to let us know 
when Mr’. Pitt’s Statue will be finished, and to get the same for- 
warded to the Province as soon as Possible.—This House, having 
full as much Esteem for, and as high an Opinion of the Merit of that 
Great Man, as that House which Voted for the Statue. 

The Bill for Circuit Courts, was Read a second time in the House 
Yesterday, and ordered to be sent to the Council: The Judges 
appointment during good Behaviour, which by your Letters 
appears to have been the only insuperable Objection to the former 
Act, is now left out; in all other respects, this Bill, is much the same 
as the last, tis little doubted but it will be passed into an Act, 
before Lord Charles leaves the Province, who we hear has taken his 
Passage in the Beaufain, Captain Curling for London; so as that 
one Copy thereof may accompany him in the same Ship; As his 
Lordship was very lately among our Back Settlers an Eye Witness 
of their great Distress, and is fully convinced of the necessity of
